A COMPLEX PLACE 


“America,” he confessed, “‘ ig very difficult 
to understand—a very complex place. 
think that the Americans themselves find it 
difficult to understand, because American 
civilisation is not due principally to the 
civilisations brought there by emigrants from 
Europe, but had grown out of the War of 
Independence and the civil war. The Ameri- 
cans, I feel, have not yet discovered America, 
because, in some mistaken way, their eyes 
still are turned Eastward. They are not 
aware that the reason for the tradition of 
looking Eastward had completely disappeared 
and that the time hag come in their own 
history to fix their eyes, not in the East, but 
in their own country.” 

Father Leen added that the strangest 
thing he found about America was that it 
was not strange at all. 


ECONOMIC . SITUATION 


Commenting on the economic situation, the 
reverend lecturer stated that many people 
were starving in America in the midst of 
plenty, and the cause of the paralysis seemed 
to be the launching of a new economic theory 
which made it extremely risky for:a business 
man to invest his capital in any business. 
As a result of the conditions, America was 
becoming a nursery in which the seeds of 
Communism had prospered exceedingly prior 
to last August, but the day the Soviet- 
German pact was signed the country was 
swept by an immense revulsion of feeling. 
The pact revealed the iniquities of Com- 
munism, and there was a strong wave of 
feeling against it, 

“I believe,” said Father Leen, “that 
America is destined to play a large réle in 
the reconstruction of the world.” 

Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., and M. Cauvet 
Duhamel, Secretary to the French Legation, 
were among those present.

DISTRICT JUSTICE’S 


WARNING

HE views of the Chief Commissioner of 
- the Civic Guard on the night parking 
of motor cars in Dublin were voiced by 
Mr. D. O'Donoghue (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office) in the Dublin District Court yester- 
day, before Mr. Lennon, when 42 motorists 
were summoned for parking their cars in the 
city streets at night. 

r. O'Donoghue said that night’ parking of 
cars in the city was a cause of considerable 
worry to the Civic Guard authorities. Cars 
left in streets where lighting was to some 
extent restricted increased the risk of acci- 
dents, and very often owners left valuable 
articles in the cars. These were. sometimes 


‘stolen, and then the Guards were, of course, 


asked to trace the property, thus involving a 
great deal of expense and time. 


CORPORATION’S 
COMPLAINT 


The Dublin Corporation had frequently 
complained to the Commissioner that they 
were hampered in the cleaning of the streets 
at night because of cars parked at.the curb. 

The Commissioner had Court records before 
him, and he was of the opinion that a con- 
siderable number of motorists were perfectly 
willing to pay a few gmall fines instead of 

aying for the garaging of their cars. Un- 
ess the Court imposed more severe fines this 
practice would not stop. 

It was felt that the traffic regulations were 
being treated cs a ‘‘ joke”’ by a great many 
motorists. 


MR. LENNON’S WARNING 


District Justice Lennon said that he would 
like it to go out from the -Court that he 
was growing weary of the offence, and would 
find it increasingly difficult to accept the 
excuse, ‘‘I didn’t know it was any harm.” 

Fines ranging from 5s. to £1 were imposed 
on the motorists before the Court.

Public cold stores received 1,406 cwt. and 
the withdrawals amounted to 16,198 cwt., 
leaving a net movement of 14,792 cwt. of 
creamery butter out of public cold stores.
